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DeRome Art 


Show Opens 
Next Week 


Thirty-six oil paintings by AI- 
bert J. DeRome, who died in Pa- 
cific Grove last year, will be in an 
exhibit opening Monday, May 2, 
in the library lecture hall. 

DeRome, who never had a show 
in 28 years he was painting ma- 
rines and landscapes on the Mon- 
terey Peninsula, was_ recently 
“discovered.” 

Though he didn’t like being call- 
ed a marine artist, the majority 
of his paintings are marines, and 
the works to be shown here re- 
flect this. He has been described 
as a “lyric” realist. 

DeRome studied at the Mark 
Hopkins Institute of Art and, 
after going into business, became 
a trustee of the Oakland College 
of Arts and Crafts. Permanently 
disabled by an automobile acci- 
dent in 1931, he moved to the Mon- 
terey Peninsula and began to paint 
seriously. 

Though visitors and collectors 
frequently tried to buy his works, 
he refused to sell, arguing that he 
was an “amateur.” During the war, 
he was advisor on camouflage tech- 
nique. 

Individual DeRome _ canvases 
won the “popular” award at the 
Monterey County Fair several 
times over the years. DeRome 
died at the age of 74 last June. 

The exhibition will be sponsored 
by MPC’s Art Department, which 
made arrangements with Mrs. De- 
Rome. 

The exhibition, which lasts un- 
til Friday, May 13, will be open 
from 11 a.m. to 9 p.m. Mondays 
through Thursdays, from 11 to 5 
Fridays and from 1 to 5 Saturdays 
and Sundays.

NIGHT LETTER

(Note: Last week’s Night Letter told 
about the early acting career of Mr. 
Morgan Stock, got him through the war, 
and safely married to Louisa Adams. 
Now go on.) 


Convinced that there’s very little 
steady money in acting, Morgan 
Stock, after a series of odd jobs, 
entered the construction business 
with his brother in Monterey, but 
the acting bug wouldn’t let him 
alone. Almost before he knew it, 
he was in a play at the First Thea- 
tre. 

He also determined to continue 
his education under the G.I. bill, 
enrolled at MPC for a year, then, 
deciding that he shouldn’t waste 
his dramatic training, went to 
Stanford, where his Master’s the- 
sis was titled: “A History of the 
Carmel Theatre, 1910-1935.” 

By mowing lawns, working in a 
clothing store and living in rent- 
cheap Stanford Village, Morgan 
managed to complete work for his 
Stanford degree. Louisa helped the 
family exchequer by baby-sitting. 

Under such teachers as F. 
Cowles Strickland, now resident 
director of the Arena Theatre in 
Washington, D.C., Mr. Stock con- 
tinued his college stage appearan- 
ces, with Aline MacMahon in “The 
Madwoman of Chaillot,” and as 
Tybalt in “Romeo and Juliet,” to 
mention two which he remembers 
particularly. 

“T was pretty bad as Tybalt,” 
he confesses. ‘““The San Francisco 
Chronicle review referred to me as 
‘the not-so-fiery Tybalt.’ Some- 
body else in the cast kidded me 
about being a ‘tame Tybalt.’ I 
guess I just wasn’t cut out for 
Shakespeare.” 

But with his Master’s degree, 
Mr. Stock was equipped to teach 


at Santa Rosa High School for 
two years before rejoining MPC 
as drama coach in 1954. He is now 
in his sixth year of training the 
Peninsula’s would-be Thespians. 


“And every year,” he exclaims 
enthusiastically, “there are at least 
one or two excellent professional 
prospects, if they will just disci- 
pline themselves and persevere.” 

Morgan Stock’s night school 
classes are actually rehearsals of 
the plays which the day students 
are to present, but both day and 
evening students are -welcome to 
try out, he emphasizes. 


Arthur Miller’s “The Crucible” 
is now in rehearsal and there are 
still openings for two actors to 
play elderly men. Announcements 
will be made of reading dates for 
other forthcoming productions. 

Mr. Stock tries to get at least 
one of the leading actors or ac- 
tresses of the community to appear 
in the college productions during 
the year, as for example Ruth 
Warshawsky, recently seen in “The 
Importance of Being Earnest.” 

Most summers, he returns to his 
own professional acting career, 
frequently at the Wharf Theatre, 
and also in such television series 
as “I Led Three Lives,” “Crusa- 
der” and “Mr. District Attorney.” 
He was rehearsing “Romanoff and 
Juliet” at the Wharf Theatre when 
that celebrated showhouse burned 
down, but disclaims any connection 
with the fire: “that was one night 
we weren’t there.” 

His first appearance as a motion 
picture producer-director-camera- 
man-editor-narrator came with 
“The MPC Story,” filmed on cam- 
pus and now available for screen- 
ing at clubs, high schools and 
wherever there is interest in the 
college. But he is a member of the

Lobo Basketball Coach 


The new Lobo basketball coach 
is Lawrence Cummins, 29-year-old 
graduate of Chico State College 
who has coached at Yuba Junior 
College, Gustine High School and 
Clarksburg High School. He also 
played professional baseball for 
several years in the early 1950’s. 

Announcement that Cummins 
has been hired to replace Pete Pe- 
letta as coach for the Lobo basket- 
ballers was made by President 
Frederick R. Huber.
